A CHAPTIR IN MR. HAOIR'S TINk 
KRANCI RECORD. 

In ID04 a brewing company niiplled 
to the county clerk of Laurel county 
for a license to establish a wholesale 
depot at Pittsburg in that county for 
the sale of their beer. Laurel belng^ 
a local option county, the clerk wrote 
to Auditor Hager. the cblaf Saeal of- 
ficer of the state, and was advised 
that it was his duty to issue the U- 
cenae which he did on July 1, 1904. 
Later the attorneys for the brewing 
company, not being satisfied as to the 
right of the clerk to Issue the license, 
wrote Mr. linger, the auditor, and re- 
quested to know whether the licenae 
should be Issued by the auditor or by 
the oounty clerk, and Mr. Hager re- 
plied that it should be issued by the- 
clerk. 

In June, 190B, before the first li- 
cense expired, an Injunction was sued 
out by oitlaena of Pittaburg, Ky., and 
the clerk restrained from Issuing the 
license. The "Clerk therefore refused 
to renew the license and the attorneys 
for the brewing company tendered the 
tax to the auditor, who, in accord wltk 
his former decision that the derlr 
lAiould Issue tbe license, and in obedl- 
•nea to tba injunction, refused to issue 
tba lioensa. Thereupon tbe brewiar 
company sued out a mandatory in- 
lunctlon to compel the auditor to Is- 
sue the license. Judge Stout, an ap- 
pointee of Governor Heckhaiii, grant- 
ed the Injunction. The auditor ap- 
pealed the case and might have re- 
fused to grant the license pending the- 
appeal, but inatead of doing thia ha 
laaued the licenae, and drunkenness, 
debauobery and orime cursed tba pao- 
pla of Pittsburg for nearly one yaar 
longer, when the court of appeals re- 
versed Judge Stout and the brewery 
ceased from business at that point. In 
the meantime many indiotmenta were 
found agaTnst them, and on appeal 
from fines in tb^se cases the court of 
appeals decide/ that neither Auditor 
Hager nor tb.9 county clerk could is- 
sue license ,in a local option county. 

In Mr.'Hager'a eagerness to serve 
bis friends the brewers, ramemberlBg, 
no doubt, tbe fS,SOO check which the- 
brewing combine had given to help 
bia election In 1903, he neglected to 
ask khe attorney general for hla opin- 
ion on the law, but advised the county 
olerl;, who must repoi;t to tbe auditor, 
tP laaue tbe licenae notwltbatandlng 
the lical option law prohibited an 
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on oofT—on cent.
